Of the 74.000 men idle, 2500 are in 


Pittsburg, 8000 in AUeghany and 800 
iu McKeesport. President Shaffer has 
It in bis power to close many more Pitts- 
burc mills, but ft is not thought that 
be will do anything of a radical nature 
until he is compelled to. 


The American Steel Hoop company's 


supposedly non-nnion mill, known as the 
Painter mil!, In Pittsbnrg, Was closed 
yesterday in all Its branches. The tie- 
up at this mill was said to have been 
a surprise to the taill ownersand officials 
In charge of it. The other plant, known 
as the Lindsay & Ifctiutchoon mill, in 
•Alleghany, was shut dowp completely 
in the puddling and bar milts. All the 
skilled workmen refused to enter the 
mill, and roe company did not even 
operate five furnaces. 
The finishing 


department of the mill was working 
during the day, as the men are not in the 
union, bat It Is claimed by the workers 
Ithat the employes In that department 
will go out. 


The American Steel Hoop company's 


mill at Monessen was not closed. 
It 


>bas been aon-unioa since it was built, 
two years ago, and the company says 
the men there will remain loyal. The 
Amalgamated people would not discuss 
toe situation in tbat mill at present 
. While all the mills of the United States 
Steel corporation are included in the 
general conflict, tbe three companies 
an toe first attacked. What the next 
move will fie the workers will not say. 


The most interesting report to the 


Amalgamated men yesterday was the 
dispatch from New York which said 
tbat a conference of the manufacturers 
was to be held in New York, at which 
Warner Arms, vice president of the 
'American Tin Plate company, was to 
present a detailed account of tbe ex- 
'periences of the committee tbat met tbe 
Amalgamated association In Pittsburg 
last week. It was stated that the ques- 
tion of again extending the olive branch 
to the strikers or df taking up the flghi 
and crushing tbe association would be 
determined. 
Generally speaking, the 


workers seem to be looking for some 
sort of a settlement. 


The general officers of the American 


Steel Hoop company are in Pittsburg, 
but It is stated that President Corey, 
who Is also executive bead of the Na- 
tional Steel company, has nothing to 
say concerning the plans of the com- 
panies in meeting the difficulties of the 
strikers, nor as to what condition the 
mills were in where non-union men have 
Joined the forces of tbe strikers. The 
policy of the manufacturers, it is said, 
is to remain quiet for the lime, and 
await1 developments. 
The ofllclals of 


the American Tin Plate company are all 
in New York, and the company's side 
of the tronble was not obtainable. 


At the district offices of the American 


.Sheet Steel company a meeting of man- 
agers was held yesterday.

closely guarded meeting, and informa- 
tion was bard to secaw. It was said, 
however, that the report* from the man- 
agers referred to the condition of affairs 
ID the non-union plants of the company.

CRITICIZES OHIO DEMOCRATS 


Think* He Should Not H»v» B«tn 


Blade an Issue and SayiTbat Dodg- 
ing of Monetary Affairs Was In- 
excusable—Puftobes at McLean 


Lincoln, Neb., July IG.-In extended 


comment on the platform adopted by 
th« Ohio Democratic convention, W. Jv 
Bryan criticizes the convention for fall- 
ing to 
reaffirm 
tbo Kansas City 


platform, and for what lie regards as 
the weakness of some of ttie plonks it 
did adopt. 
Mr. Bryan insists that the 


convention made a mistake in making 
himself an issue, and says: 


"Mr. Bryan la not a candidate for any 


office, and a mention of him might have 
been construed by some as an endorse- 
ment of him for office. The vote should 
have been upon the naked proposition 
to endorse the platform of last year, and 
then no one could have excused his 
abandonment of Democratic principles 
by pleading his dislike for Mr. Bryan." 


Referring to the platform, he con- 


tinues: 
"The convention not only 


failed, but refused to endorse or re- 
affirm, the Kansas City platform, and, 
from the manner in which the gold ele- 
ment bar rejoiced over this feature of 
the convention, one would suppose that 
the main obect of the convention was 
not to write a new platform, but to re- 
pudiate tbo one upon which the last na- 
tional campaign was fought. 


"The gold papers assume that the con- 


vention refused to adopt the Kansas 
City platform because It contained a 
silver plank. If so, it would have been 
more courageous to have declared open- 
ly for the gold standard. 
If the gold 


standard is good, it ought to have been 
endorsed—if bad. It ought to have been 
denounced. 
To Ignore the subject en- 


tirely was inexcusable. 


"The money question is not yet out of 


politics. Every session of congress will 
have to deal with it 
Republicans de- 


clare that It Is dead, but they keep work- 
ing at It." 


Mr. Bryan comments on the platform, 


especially those planks referring to 
state and municipal affairs. 
He en- 


dorses the nominees of the convention 
and urges their support. Referring to 
the senatorial fight and the reported 
candidacy of John R. McLean, he says: 


"Did the leader? Ignore the money 


Question In order to please those who 
bolted? Or does Mr. McLoan want to 
be left free to affiliate with the Republi- 
cans upon financial questions in case of 
bis election T1 


He concludes as follows: "If any of 


the Ohio Democrats feel aggrieved be- 
cause the reorganisation element of the 
party triumphed at the convention let 
them not visit their disappointment 
upon the state ticket, bxit rather see to 
the nominations of senators and repre- 
sentatives who will select a trustworthy 
senator. 
Let them see to it that the 


state platform Is made at the primaries 
next time rather than at the conven- 
tion."

Even when a mau is dead t!<e law par- 


sties him. While his heirs are trying to 
break his will in one court his body may 
be the subject of litigation ia another. 
Death severe a man from all his earthly 
possessions except his body—that still be- 
longs to him and to 110 one else. It is a 
maxim of the common law that there can 
be no property in a corpse—that is, that 
no one living can own it; the corpse owns 
itself. Unfortunately, there are obstacles 
to a corpse arguing its own case, BO the 
law does it for the body of the dead per- 
son. The law takes no cognizance of 
ghosts, materialized spirits, etc. When a 
man is dead, the law says that he shall 
stay dead. His apparition has no stand- 
ing in court, though his hody his. 


One of the duties of the common law is 


to protect "the repose of the dead." It is 
held by the law that the corpse, being 
the owner of itself before it becomes 
dead, possesses certain, rights over the re- 
mains when it becomes a corpse. A per- 
son has the right orally or by will to di- 
rect what shall be done with his body 
after death. If these wishes nre complied 
with, no "next of kin" can interfere and 
claim the body. The only difficulty is 
that if a person is eccentric his heirs or 
friends may not follow out his wishes, 
and then there does not seem to be any 
remedy. The corpse can't kick, and no- 
body else seems to have a right to. 


One inalienable right belongs to the 


cttrpbe, and the law will enforce that 
right. It Is the right to sis iv-et of ground 
to be buried in and the right of being 
buried. The common law, under certain 
conditions, places the duty of burying a 
corpse upon the person under whose roof 
tbe death took place. Such person net 
only must provide the grave, but must 
carry the body to it " "decently covered." 
If there is a will or property, however, 
the law first places the duty of burying 
the body upon the executor or adminis- 
trator, and in ths absence of a will upon 
the next of kin. But if no nest -of kin 
or no administrator or executor is at hand 
the owner of the house in which the per- 
son dies is charged with tbe duty. 


The law gives no civil remedy for the 


stealing of a body, for there is no proper- 
ty right in a corpse to give any one a 
right to recover in a court for violation of 
sepulture. The only party to such a suit 
would be the corpse itself, which is usual- 
ly not litiglonsly inclined. 
Stealing a 


dead body, therefore, has always been in- 
dictable as a statutory misdemeanor and 
not a violation of property. But a civil 
action may be brought for breaking and 
entering the plnce where the body is 
buried, the same constituting a trespass, 
for which damages can be recovered 
So 


also an action may be brought to recover 
the shrond and coffin, but not the corpse. 


In cases regarding the removal of a 


body the law often has to interfere to 
protect the rights of the corpse. Such 
cases are decided by courts of equity. 
As no one can own any body except his 
own, so no one has a right to move a 
body from one grave to another unless 
tbe court grants permission, which is 
granted, when it is granted, presumably 
In behalf of the body itself.—New York 
Press.

PHYSICIANS' LIABILITY 


Insurance Which Protects Them from 


Lois Through Mistakes is Legal 


At the request of the insurince de- 


partment, Attorney-Ceneral Knowltou 
has just rendered a decision W far- 
reaching effect to companies engaged 
In liability Insurance. Recently Conx- 
missioner Cutting forbade the issu- 
ance In this state of a policy insur- 
ing- physicians against loss from com- 
mon lav or statuary liability for 
damage on acc'oijnt of bodily injuries 
suffered by a patient in consequence 
of any alleged error made by the in- 
sured physician. The companies in- 
erested strongly protested and eagerly 
awaited the Interpretation bf the law 
from the attorney-general. The law 
provides that companies may insure 
persons, firms or cor?<Orations against 
loss on account *f bodily injury br 
death by accident of any person for 
which loss tho said person, firm or 
corporatioi is responsible. 


Attorney-General 
Knowlton 
holds 


that disease is not an accident, but 
that aggravation of the disease caused 
by no fault of the patient, but by mis 
take, inadvertence or error of another 
may properly be termed an accident in 
so far as the patient is concerned. He 
observes that, although the error of a 
physician is an accident, the patient 
could not rec'over on any personal ac- 
cident insurance policy that he might 
hold, as the usual contract of that 
kind excepts death or disability caused 
by surgical 
operations 
or medical 


treatment for disease. The attorney- 
general therefore, rules that the Is- 
suance of physicians' liability insur- 
ance is not illegal, and that such In- 
surance comes properly under 
the 


statutes 'of this state providing for the 
writing of accident Insurance,

HOW THE CIRCUS INSTRUCTS. 


HllUnrr 
Encine«*» 
Gat Pointers 


From American Showmen. 


When one of the big American shows 


first arrived in Europe, appearing now ia 
the cities of England, BOW ia those of 
Germany, Austria and Hungary, the 
phase of the American circus which most 
astonished military men Was not so much 
the show itself as the manner in which it 
was moved. Two or three incidents will 
serve to illustrate the curiosity with 
which the transportation department of 
the Euglisli and continental armies views 
the organization, discipline and ingenuity 
shown in moving, without halt or bitch, 
guch a large amount of pmperty and so 
many persons. 


While preparing to open at the Olym- 


pla, the Madison Square Garden of Lon- 
don, the building department of that city 
told the owners of tbs Olympia that a 
new proscenium arch of steel must be 
built. This arch was H> frame a stage at 
oft* side of the edifici and wad 280 feet 
wide by 70 feet high. The material was 
brought into the building, "and the arch 
wa* put together, bit by bit, flat OB the 
ground. 


When completed, the British workmen 


Were confronted by the tnslt of Hftitsg tht 
be&ry frame into place. Days were spent 
ia futile Attempts until at last the show 
proprietor said that if they would turn 
the job over to him he would raise the 
thing of steel. He then celled to his 800 
American workmen and in three hours 
had the nrch in position and secure, using 
for the purpose only the circus parapher- 
nalia which he bad brought with him 
from America. 


A London newspaper printed an edi- 


torial urging tbe government to detail 
one or two officers from the engineering 
corps of the army to travel with the cir- 
rus and thus acquire knowledge that 
would be of practical use in moving mili- 
tary material. 
The government ncted 


upon this advice, bud throughout the tour 
Several army officers were always present 
to witness the loading and unloading of 
the cars, the troDRportntlon to and from 
the grounds and the erection of the tents. 


The reigning monarch of one of tho 


European nations himself came to the 
show incognito. He did not conic- to see 
the performance, but devoted the night to 
a personal inspection of circus operations, 
snch ns tbe taking down of tents, their 
movement to the train and their loading 
oh the cars. He said that be regarded 
this as on* of tbe raoit important object 
lessons In tbe movement of heavy ma- 
terial that be had ever witnessed aud 
that be Intended tost officers In bis arm/ 
•iiuiild familiarise tbtoiMlm witU U —

The cedan tie is much softer than

and 


eleven, years. The cedar ties are con- 
siderably larger than the chestnut tics 
because of their softness and none of 
them ^'111 be laid on curves 
as i* is

That Private Property Is Heine 
Wantonly Destroyed *nA That Wo- 
men and Children Are Shamefully 
111 Treated-Crnelty of-K*flrs. 
The Rev. Herman D. van Broeck- 


•hulsen, Boer pastor of Pretoria, who la 
now in Jersey City, has rec« Ived a copy 
of the report of Assistant Commandant 
General Smuts to former President 


(Steyn regarding the sufferings of the 
women and children in the western dis- 
tricts of the South African Republto. 
The report Is an arraignment of the 
methods of the British and their de- 
struction of private property, says the 
New York Sun. Geneial Smuts was 
state attorney of the South African Re- 
public and declares that he Is well In- 
formed on the subject of international 
law, which he accuses the British of 
violating repeatedly. The report bears 
date of Dordrecht, June 25. 


General Smuts begins by saying that 


the particulars given are from evidence 
on oath or from his own observa- 
tion, that they do not constitute "a 
complete account of all the shameful 
and unlawful deeds committed by the 
enemy, but are only a few typical 
cases" selected from a great amount of 
similar material. 


In July, 1900, at Bronkhorstsprult 


station. General Smuts saw two women 
and some children who had been driv- 
en from their home by the British. 
They were Mrs. Neethling of Tierpoort, 
mother of the magistrate of Klerks- 
dorp, and her daughter, Mrs. Du Tolt, 
and her children. Mrs. Neethling was 
more than 70 years old. The weather 
•was BO cold that General Smuts suf- 
fered greatly from it, and he was In- 
formed that several British soldiers 
had died there. The two women were 
entirely without protection of any sort 
and had only the clothing they were 
wearing. 
They were without food. 


Mrs. Neethling snid that her home had 
been near the field of the battle of Don- 
kerhoek and that one evening soon 
after that fight a British officer came 
to her house with a strong patrol and 
gave her notice to leave that same 
night, as the place was to be burned 
the next day. She replied that it was 
impossible for her to move, as all the 
cattle and carts had been seized by the 
British and she was too old to walk to 
the Boer lines. 
The officer insisted 


with such impudence that the daughter 
of Mrs. Du Tolt, who was the interpre- 
ter, told him he ought to be ashamed 
of persecuting defenseless and helpless 
women. Thereupon he slapped her in 
the face. 


Finally a messenger was sent to the 


Boer lines for a cart, but when it came 
the British officer, who was an Aus- 
tralian colonist, refused to allow any 
food, clothing or bedding to be taken, 
and the women were forced to set out 
in the bitter weather In that destitute 
condition. General Smuts says this is 
a typical example of what happened 
in hundreds of cases. "And this hap- 
pened," he says, "when Lord Roberts 
was still negotiating for a general sur- 
render and was full of expectation of 
reaching his aim. But when that hope 
was gone, when circumstances made it 
certain that he would keep up the 
fight, then all bounds of civilization 
were broken down." 


"When we wanted to fight the ene- 


my," continues the report, "his troops 
took refuge behind the dwellings In 
which our wc*nen and children were, 
so that it was impossible for us to 
fire at them. When we wanted to shell 
their camps, they were full of our wo- 
men and children, kept there as pris- 
oners. Old men with one foot in the 
grave were taken prisoners and driven 
along before the troops. 
Old Gcrt 


Oosthuizen, 75 years old, was sent 
with a flag of truce by General Clem- 
ents to General Delarey to request us 
to confer with him on the state of the 
country. 
When we declined to hold 


such a conference, he flew into such a 
passion that he ordered the old man to 
be seized and removed as a prisoner of 
war. Even children of 12 years have 
been taken prisoners because they look- 
ed too much like warriors. 


"In the pocket of an English officer 


who foil at Boschfontein we found a 
letter In which he explained in a hu- 
morous way how in one house the wo- 
men and children were told \hat they 
might remove whatever they liked, as 
the house was to be burned down. 
They were allowed one hour for the 
work. • When they had carried every- 
thing outside and piled it up, this lot 
was also set on fire. And this officer 
tells these things as if it were fan. If 
this is the way in which officers think 
and act, what is to be expected from a 
common soldier, what from a Cape boy 
and the Kiffirs with whom the English 
army Is infested? Very often women 
and children are beaten by them, as in 
the case of the old widow, Mrs. Goet- 
»ee of Eland's River, Rustenburg,whom 
after the English forces had left I 
found in a deplorable state because of 
the ill treatment she had undergone. 


"The afternoon I left Mrs. Goctzee I 


went on a scouting tour along the 
Doom river, where General Douglass 
bad bcea the day before. It was night, 
but the moon was out when I arrived 
there. At the first farm everything 
had been destroyed and burned down. 
The~ second farm had not been burned, 
but plundered, and not a living soul 
was left there. That night I passed 
by 12 or 14 farms, all of which bod 
been burned or looted, and not a living 
thin? was left Lnte that night I Iny 
down to sleep In the yard of the beau- 


tiful property Doornkom, which" ha?) 
been plundered and destroyed. The 
owner, Mr. Mostert, Is a prisoner of 
war in St Helena. Hia wife baa died, 
and his little children were.left with 
tome relattre§. In the morning I found, 
to my surprise, that all the famines of 
the district had come back from the 
neighboring hills, like badgers from the 
ground. 
Tfl» women had fled with 


their children to the hills, thinking they 
were safer with the wild bensts than 
under the protection of-the colon and 
armies of her majesty. Some of the

"When the enevy came to Groenfon- 


tdln, oa fto Out* river, brave old 
Lulkes van darWerwe, contrary to the 
orders of Genecpl Delarer. fired at to* 
hostile ccoutft from- behind a wall on 
blft estate. HI* wife left the bonse to 
beg blw not to do so. She was fired on 
aad wounded mortally in the bead. 
Her husband carried her Into the house 
and ww taken prteaner there and trans- 
ported to the English camp. The dy- 
ing woman and .her three or four little 
children were carried out of the bouse 
and Its surroundings burned down. 
She was taken to the house of Mr. Al- 
bert Bibler, where several other chil- 
dren were. 
8X7 hod hardly arrived 


there when the house was plundered. 
Not a rug or pillow was left for the dy- 
ing woman, and all the food was de- 
stroyed by fire. Mrs. Bibler protested 
against this violence and asked how 
she was to feed her children and the 
little orphans. To this the English re- 
plied, 'Let the Boers look after you.' 
She was allowed to save only a double 
handful of mealies from the flames. 


"The estate Cijferfonteln, belonging 


to Paul Grober, was not only looted 
and burned down, but his mother-in- 
law,, a widow more than 70 years old, 
was ill treated in a horrible manner. 
The soldiers threw her down on the 
ground and partly undressed her and 
then by violence took from her all the 
money and objects of value which for 
safety's sake she had concealed about 
ber person. Then they left her for 
dead. I mention this case only as an 
example of what happened and is still 
happening almost daily. 


"It is not necessary that I should 


enumerate the parts and districts that 
have been ravaged. The whole coun- 
try, the whole republic, has been de- 
stroyed to the root. The same specta- 
cle of annihilation and misery is seen 
everywhere. I shall therefore speak of 
another subject—namely, how the ene- 
my avails himself of the help of the 
Kaffirs to njafee our women and chil- 
dren suffer greater pains. The mas- 
sacres at Derdepoort and at other 
places on the western border have been" 
surpassed by what baa happened since 
May last. The KafBr chiefs, having 
Joined the enemy, crossed the western 
border and committed murders and 
cruelties from which even the English 
soldiers shrank. The consequences were 
that the greater part of the western 
and northern districts had to be aban- 
doned by ns because the women and 
children were constantly exposed to 
murder. 


"Camps for the women were then 


made in the central parts of the west- 
ern districts, and the women were pro- 
Tided with carts, tents and food and 
placed under the protection of old men 
Who were less fit for military service. 
It was expected that the enemy would 
leave these camps for women alone, 
but he repeatedly marched upon them, 
burned the carts, tents and the food, 
seized the aged guards who had not 
been able to flee and caused misery 
which cannot be described. And where 
he did not appear himself the enemy 
sent the Kaffirs, or, rather, the hordes 
of Kaffirs always formed a wing of the 
British forces, and they completed the 
wfork of destruction which bad been 
undertaken by the English troops. 


"Many a time It was my task to visit 


these women camps, and I cannot help 
saying that I had never expected to be 
a witness of such, scenes of misery, the 
women and children suffering, almost 
every one of them, from malaria, fever 
and other diseases in consequence of 
privations and bad food, without any 
physicians, without medicines, without 
any consolation in this world, almost 
without clothes and, after hostile raids,, 
without any food at all. And not all 
these women belonged to the poorer 
and lower classes. Some of them were 
members of the richest families of our 
country. But privation could not curb 
the spirit of these noble martyrs, and 
by one consent they advised me and 
the burgbers to persevere to the bitter 
end." 


COLLEGE EDUCATION, 


Herely n Fad, Snyp Profesior Starr, 


Lacking In Proper Enrnc«tne»». 
Professor Frederick Starr of the Uni- 


versity of Chicago believes the Ameri- 
can people are suffering from a snrfeit 
of higher education, says the New York 
World. The desire for a college educa- 
tion, he declares, has become a fad and 
is not in the majority of cases inspired 
by a genuine thirst for knowledge. 


"Ten times too many persons go to 


college nowadays," 
says 
professor 


Starr. "No one should go except from 
a bona fide desire to learn. Most peo- 
ple go for some social prestige which a 
college education confers or because of 
the pecnniary value which the posses- 
sion of a college degree carries with it 
In business life. As a result the stu- 
dents at our colleges get only a smat- 
tering of scientific hodgepodge, falsely 
called science, and go into the world 
with wrong notions because they mere- 
ly d.ifeble In philosophy. Furthermore, 
the average college student commits an 
estrlchlike fallacy1 in swallowing every- 
thing that Is given bim without ques- 
tion. The result Is detrimental in Its 
effects on our social and industrial ac- 
tivities and Is sapping the mental 
itrength of the country."

! Disinherited heirs of Jacob S. Rogers 
eerved nol c • recently upon William 
Pennington, one of the executors of 
,the •will, that they would make a fight 
for the ^8,000,000 estate left by the ec- 
centric locomotive builder of Faterson 
to the Metropolitan Museum of Art of 
New York city. 
! The fight, It Is predicted, win be the 
greatest will contest in the history of 
New Jersey. Former Attorney General 
Grlggs was engaged by the executors 
to defend the will. That it will stand 
there is little doubt at present among 
lawyers, for tlic dead millionaire bad 
an unofficial judicial decision on the 
will before be died, says the New York 
Journal. He referred it to William 
Pennington and Judge John 8. Bnrka- 
low before his death to see if the will 
could be broken. They, in turn, refer- 
red the matter to the leading Jurists of 
^America, who were unanimous in their 
opinion that the will would stand, 
^r. Rogers selected Pennington and 
Barkalow as executors because they 
knew of the tetts the will had been put 
to and would know how to defend It 
, He had soured upon bis relatives and 
wanted to cut them off. Likewise, he 
had the same feeling toward Paterson, 
his native town, and the secret of the 
latter dislike is a romance. Twenty- 
five years ago the old Hamilton House 
stood in the center of the city, where 
the city hall now stands. It was owned 
by a young and 'beautiful woman 
whom Rogers wanted to marry. But 
with all his money she would not have 
him. 


There was a mortgage for f 16,000 on 


the property. He offered to pay that 
mortgage 1' ebe would consent to 
marry him. She refused. Before that 
,t!me he mingled with his townspeople, 
jbut after that he became a recluse so 
far as Paterson was concerned. Most 
of his time he spent in New York, ex- 
cept for trips to Paris and London. 
!He kept up establishments in all those 
cities, but in bis will there is not a be- 
.quest showing that he bad thought of 
any of his companions. 
; Only In one case after that first ro- 
mance was a woman known to touch 
bis heart. The story Is told by James 
'Hand of Paterson, who was vice con- 
sul for the United States in Paris dur- 
ing Grant's terms. He says: 
' "Rogers spent much time in Paris 
and in the seventies met there a Pater- 
Bon girl who was extremely beautiful. 
They grew to be fond of each other. 
Finally she left Paris and came to 
America. He pleaded with her to re- 
turn, but she would not. Then he 
came to America and bought her a 
place In Waterbury, Conn., for $13,000. 
In addition to that he gave her $40,000, 
which at that time guaranteed an in- 
come of $2,400 a ytar. In after years 
the securities finally became less val- 
uable, and she finally called upon him 
in Paterson, He took back the securi- 
ties and replaced them with stocks 
that were then paying 7 per cent She 
had touched the one soft spot In his 
heart 


• "The other day for an hour before 
the funeral procession moved into Ce- 
dar Lawn cemetery two women were 
to be seen beside the grave Intended 
for Rogers. They were not of the rela- 
tives and stepped back as the funeral 
cortege approached. One woman was 
old, the other still In the prime of life. 
Just before the clods rattled down on 
the coffin the younger woman pushed 
forward and dropped a bunch of flow- 
ers on the coffin. 
She wept, and she 


was the only one at the funeral who 
did. 
Immediately after the services 


the women entered their carriage and 
were driven away from Paterson. She 
was the girl be met in Paris. The aged 
woman was her mother." 


Rogers was a man of strange contra- 


dictions, lie was a recluse at home 
and a prince in Paris. When the Ger- 
mans besieged the city during the 
Franco-Prussian war, in 1870, and the 
necessaries of life were at almost pro- 
hibitive prices, Rogers conceived the 
idea of giving a banquet to the then 
reigning beauties or the French capi- 
tal. He spread his table with every 
luxury that a man of that day could 
imagine, and the dinner cost him $15,* 
000. 
i After the siege was over he thought 
lie could surpass his former effort and 
Invited the beauties of ail the capitals 
of Europe. For years this dinner was 
the talk of the French boulevards, and 
it was from him that Harry Kimball 
Thaw got his inspiration for the beau- 
ty dinner that startled France two 
years ago and for which he paid $50,- 
000. The effort Rogers made cost only 
120,000. 
i Mr. Rogers was a rough and ready 
tnan. This was shown one time when 
Robert Hughes, general manager of 
his works, was sick. Mr. Rogers call- 
ed to see him. A servant girl at the 
door asked him for bis card. "This 
|Wlll do for you," said Rogers as he 
pushed her against the wall and brush- 
led past As be broke Into the room 
where the sick man was be blurted 
but, "You put on an awful lot of Ings, 
iBob, with a,girl at the door who wants 
a card before she will let you In." 
| Only once in Its history has Paterson 
jever known Rogers to give to charity. 
That once was when he gave $260 to 
jthe Jewish temple on Broadway In 
that city. Why he gave It has always 
been a mystery. His father was an 
Episcopalian, but he boasted that be 
had no religion. 


Though the grocer across the street 


from his home is authority for the 
statement that he refused to give milk 
to a dying baby, be Is known to have 
called In Irttle girls and made preaeata 
to them of roses from hit spacious 
grounds, tic like* roses especially and 
failed his place Roselawn. On other 
occasions ho Is known to hive picked 
up apples from under bis trees and 
carried them out to children on the 
sweet, but be bad a stout.eans for boys

er's boy. Henry was a bright lad and 
energetic. Mr. Rogers took to him, es- 
pecially as Henry never spoke to him 
until the millionaire had spoken first. 


"You 
will be a rich man some day," 


Mr. Rogers said to him as be patted 
the lad on the bead. He repeated this 
statement so often that Henry won- 
dered if fie was to be the rich man's 
heir. 


One day the butcher boy plucked op 


courage to ask the millionaire what he 
meant. His answer was this advice: 


"Never expoct anything for nothing, 


work hard, save what you can, and 
some day you will be rich." 


Henry forgot about his hopes of 


being heir to Roselawn and continued 
to sell meat at a profit. 
Now he 


and his other two brothers have a 
prosperous business. 
One year ago 


Henry decided to marry. He told Mary 
Allen, who was housekeeper for Mr. 
Rogers. The millionaire wrote out a 
check for $25, which be made payable 
to the order of Henry Clark's wedding. 
He had surrounded the last word in 
a scroll, on which he drew pictures of 
tiny Cupids, 


With the check came a note telling 


Henry to buy a wedding present for 
his bride in remembrance of him. 
After the wedding Henry sent a piece 
of the wedding cake and a note of 
thanks. 
Mr. Rogers met him after 


that and told him that his letter of 
thanks sounded very businesslike and 
once more assured him that he would 
be rich. 


Henry Clark was Been in bis store 


the other day and said: "Mr. Rogers 
was always good to me, but I will 
never forget bow my heart fell when 
be gave me advice Instead of money. 
He always seemed to be interested in 
me. One day he told me how he re- 
ceived only $200 a year when he first 
started to work and had to clothe him- 
eelf out of that. He asked me how 
much I got at the start and when I 
told- him '5 cents a week' he whistled 
and said I bad him beat. 


"He never gave much away, but he 


was always honest and square. 
He 


wanted the best meat and was willing 
to pay for it. He told me If I gave 
him something better than was sold 
to other persons to charge him accord- 
ingly. 


"He never ate anything but the fillet 


of a steak. He bad bis porterhouse 
eteaks cut three Inches thick. He ate 
only the tender portion.*' 


One of the peculiarities of Mr. Rogers 


was his continued refusal to dispose of 
any of his property. He always said 
he would not sell any of the 40 acres 
he held in the heart of the town for 
fear it would be built up and the city 
profit thereby. Illustrating this, John 
Johnson, president of the Faterson 
board of aldermen, told this story: 


"I was on the board and had voted 


for some privilege Rogers wanted for 
bis works. Michael Nolan wanted to 
buy a piece of property from Rogers on 
Prince street and said he was willing 
to pay $2,000. I told him I thought I 
could get it for $1,500. 


"I called on the old man, and he gave 


me a cigar. Tnen I spoke about No- 
lan. He was BO much interested in 
Nolan that I thought sure I would get 
the lot for $1,200. Then he told me 
how much be loved me, and when he 
put his arm on my shoulder and said, 
'You have always been square and 
stood by me,' I thought undoubtedly I 
would get the land for nothing. 


"Then he took me to the door and 


said, 'Well, John, I'll let you have that 
property for just $36,000.' Then I al- 
most fainted."

Ralph Whipple of Brld/eport is a 


guest at N»Mian Horkness', 


THE WORK UNDER WAY 


Million Dollar Road Now in Progress 


of Construction 


Work on the building1 of the Berk- 


shire street railway began this morn- 
lug, 200 nv>n arriving yesterday, while 
more arrived today. 


The contractor will accommodate his 


men mainly in shanties, 
which are 


built in sections, and which can be 
moved from p-lace to place as the work 
progresses. 


The contractors will employ all lo- 


cal labor offering1 itself, paying $1.50 
a day, the ordinary price for common 
laborers, they say, for this work. LO- 
ca, teams will be engaged as far aa 
possible, for Iho grading: and carting, 
of which, there Is considerable. With 
Berkshire glass works village as a 
starting point Of the section, 'he stakes 
aie set in the highway, and at times 
on private lands, as trades and avoid- 
ance of heavy cutting1 dictate. 


The work will be pushed actively 


north and south of Berkshire village, 
the preference given to finishing the 
road to Cheshire first. The material 
will begin to arrive soon, and this in- 
cludes a trestle at the Cheshire reser- 
voir near Farnum's, and considerable 
other steel -work for sluices and small 
bridges. The assistant superintendent 
arrived yesterday to take charge of 
the work 'on the division. The man 
who engages the help was in Fittsfield 
yesterday, meeting- a delegation of his 
men and others are getting the houses 
up ready to begin active operations 
this morning. It was expected that 
President Giliett and some of the di- 
rectors would be present and formally 
take 'out the first shovelfuls of earth 
in the oegmning of the vork It is ex- 
pected 
that 
another contingent of 


men will be put to work in Pfttsfield, 
beginning at the line near the Gulf 
road with Lanesb'oro 
and 
working 


south. Grade crossings -with the Bos- 
ton and Albany branch will be main- 
tained at Farnum's, at Berkshire sta- 
tion, at the crossing near the 
Gulf 


road, and the junction near Allen's 
farm. 


CAN'T 6ET MEN 
FOB 
HAYING 


Heavy Crop, But Men to Harvest it 


Scarce. A Local Crop Review 


The farmers of this section report 


considerable trouble in getting enough 
men to aid them in getting: in the hay 
crop. The crop is quite heavy, but the 
available supply of men seems to be 
small, and in several instances 
the 


haying has been considerably delayed 
by the lack of men 
The suggestion 


that some of the men report them- 
selves unable to get work in the city 
apply in the country ssems pertinent, 
but the fact is that many men whose 
h'omes are in the citits.iiave a consti- 
tutional aversion to farm work. 
It 


should be added that there is quite a 
lively demand for men for outdoor 
work in this city, some who wish to 
employ men reporting that it is hard 
to get all the men they w ant. 


The Springfield Republican has this 


review of the 
crop situation 
from 


northern Berkshire: 


Hay, the leading crop of north Berk- 


shire, js heavy, but the, quality will 
not be of the best, owing to the un- 
usual wetness of the spring, which re- 
sulted in a great growth, somewhat at 
the expense of quality. But there is 
such a quantity of it that the crop 
will be one of much value. It is now 
being harvested, and the weather is 
such that most of it is -being placed in 
the barns in good condition. The acre- 
age of corn, potatoes, oats and rye is 
about the same as in former years. 
Corn gets a poor start, the spring sea- 
son being- very backward, but is now 
coming on well, though it is somewhat 
uneven. The indications are that it 
will be a very fair crop if the latter 
part of the season is favorable. Po- 
tatoes are looking well where the bugs 
have been kept in check. This pest 
seems to be more numerous and vo- 
racious than ever this year, and noth- 
ing bu^ a constant and thorough fight 
v,ill save the potato crop, and it is not 
certain that this will wh'olly save it. 
Rust is reported in some quarters, 
and if this develops iv> any c'or.sider- 
able extent it will1 mean curtailment in 
growth and a strong liability to rot. 
Oats are suffering seriorsly from rust, 
which the farmer attributes 
to wet 


weather, followed by excessive heat, 
and the cr'op is practically a failure. 
Eye is good, though, but Ktle is raised 
in that section. The apple crop will be 
very light, and the 
indications are 


that the quality will be poor. There 
was an excessive cfop last year, and 
the trees are taking the rest that usu- 
ally follows such a bearing. 
Other 


fruits are looking fairly well. Pas- 
tures are in good condition. Market 
gardens are looking well, and are al- 
ready helping to supply the local mar- 
kets.

NOT CONTRACTED AT HOI 


None oi the Disease in Williamslown, 


and Board of Health Satisfied There 


is No Danger. Vaccination 


Ordered Before News 


Was Known 


The following dispatch was printed 


in the _Springfield Union this morning 
from BraUleboro, Vt; 
Two daughters of Pi-of. John E. Rus- 
sell of Williams college, Willlamstown, 
Mass, are ill with sm'»U pox in Putney. 
where ihe family is spending the sijm- 
mer. The girls are 15 and 12 years olii 
respectively. It is thought that the vie 
Urns were exposed to the disease be- 
fore they left WiUiamstown. and as 
they had little 
opportunity to spread 


the contagion an outbreak in Putney 
is not ieared. 
Strict quarantine has 


been, established anil the state board 
of health has taken charge oftbe case. 


Dr. H. D. Hoi ton, secretary << the 


state board of health investigated two 
suspicions cases and pronounced both 
small QOX. The younger daughter was 
taken ill first and was treated for Ger- 
man raaasies. The older daughter was 
then taken ill and hec symotoms were 
so suspicious that Dr. Holton was call- 
ed. The disease is in very mild form. 


The Williamstown 
board of health 


held a meeting last evening before fha 
fact that the chWren of prof KusBell 
had taken, ill was known and it was de- 
cided to act in the matter of order- 
ing vaccination without further delay. 
Sometime 
ago the secretary of the 


board, Charles H King, wrote to the 
state board of health and asked for in- 
formation regarding the limit of au- 
thority of the local board in issuing 
an order forcing vaccination, but no 
reply has been received. At the meet- 
ing last evening it was decided that a. 
member of the'board should interview 
the North Adams board of health in 
regard 'o the matter. 


When the secretary of the board was 


informed of the dispatch in the morn- 
ing papers today he said that the mat- 
ter would, be hurried and lhat action 
would be taken at once. He said that 
he did not believe «hat the disease 
was contracted in Williamstown since 
there had not been an indication of it 
there -ind he ^discredited the report to 
that effect. The physicians stat^ that 
they have not had any cases which re- 
sembled the disease and they are j»sl- 
tive that if the Veimont cases are 
small BOX they were contracted after 
the family left Williamstown.
